The final stretch of the city’s ring road is 
about to hit the accelerator, Premier Ed 
Stelmach announced yesterday. 

The provincial government has greelit 
the northeast section of Anthony Henday 
Drive, a road that the premier said has 
been long and winding. 

“The vision of the Edmonton ring road 
began more than 40 years ago,” said Stel¬ 
mach. “We committed to finishing this 
very important piece of highway.” 


The project is a public-private partner¬ 
ship (P3), the fifth for the province, in¬ 
cluding previous legs of Anthony Henday 
Drive and Stoney Trail in Calgary. 

Next up is a Request for Qualifications 
(RFQ) of potential partners, then bids to 
choose a contractor to take on design, 
financing, construction and operations 
for 30 years. 

The link will include eight inter¬ 
changes, nine flyovers, 47 bridges and 


two river structures and environmental 
approvals, the latter of which Heather 
Kaszuba, spokesperson for Alberta Trans¬ 
portation, said are “already in the works.” 

“This final leg of the Edmonton ring 
road will be Alberta’s single largest con¬ 
struction project to date,” lauded Luke 
Ouellette, Alberta’s minister of Trans¬ 
portation, adding it will bring with it 
thousands of jobs.

A politician who made 
sweeping allegations of 
corruption in the 
province’s health system 
says he’s not willing to 
back up the statements 
with proof.

“If the government con¬

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Man gets life 
sentence for 
killing wife 

O Halifax man pleads guilty to second-degree murder in 
death of his wife and popular schoolteacher, Paula Gallant 



A packed courtroom sat in 
silence as the gruesome de¬ 
tails of Paula Gallant’s mur¬ 
der were told publicly for 
the first time yesterday. 

Jason MacRae, 37, was to 
appear at Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court in Halifax 
to set a date for trial on a 
charge of first-degree mur¬ 
der in his wife's death, but 
instead pleaded guilty to 
the lesser offence of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder. 

“The fact that Mr. 
MacRae maintained his 
guise of innocence for al¬ 
most five years tells this 
court that he does lack, to 
some degree, a con¬ 
science,” Justice Kevin 
Coady said in rendering the 
automatic life sentence. 

The statement of fact 
read into court said police 
got a break in the case after 
MacRae confessed in detail 
how he killed his wife to an 
undercover RCMP officer 
posing as a member of a 
crime sjmdicate. The two 
met in 2009. 



On the afternoon of Dec. 
27, 2005, MacRae and his 
wife were arguing over sev¬ 
eral “minor issues” inside 
their Timberlea home, in¬ 
cluding a $700 gambling 
debt he incurred, the court 
heard. 

Gallant was later on the 
computer when MacRae 
struck her with a two-by- 
four in the back of the 
head. With both hands he 
then strangled her and 
wrapped plastic wrap 
around her head. 

MacRae remembers 
hearing his daughter ciying 
on the baby monitor as he 
murdered his wife. 

After going upstairs to

feed her, MacRae left the 
one-year-old in the high- 
chair as he shoved Gallant’s 
body through a basement 
window and into the trunk 
of her Ghevrolet Gavalier. 
He then drove and left the 
car at the school where she 
taught Grade 3. 

Goady said MacRae was 
unable to control his anger 
in the face of normal and 
usual dialogue. 

“It is he who has failed,” 
Goady proclaimed.

HEAD HUNG IN COURT 


Jason MacRae sat silently 
as he listened to 11 family 
members and friends of 
Paula Gallant struggle 
through tears as they de¬ 
scribed the pain he had 
brought them.

“I’m truly 
sorry.”

After five days of scandal, 
Paris prosecutors ordered 
famed fashion designer 
John Galliano to stand tri¬ 
al in the coming months 
over alleged racial insults. 

The trial could take 
place between April and 
June, and Galliano could 
face up to six months in 


prison and more than 
$30,000 US in fines if he is 
convicted, the prosecu¬ 
tors’ office said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Video of an inebriated 
Galliano praising Hitler 
and the subsequent firing 
of one of the industry's 
leading lights have sent 


shock waves through 
Paris Fashion Week, 
which began on Tuesday. 

Galliano broke his si¬ 
lence on the issue yester¬ 
day. 

“Anti-Semitism and 
racism have no part in 
our society. I unreservedly 
apologize for my behav¬ 


iour in causing any of¬ 
fence,” he said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The prosecutors said he 
will face allegations of 
“public insults based on 
the origin, religious affili¬ 
ation, race or ethnicity” 
against three people.

the Health & Beauty and Household 
categories than within Food & 
Beverage. This reflects a concern 
with the chemicals these products 
might contain.” 

Concern for environmental issues 
remains high. Some 84 per cent of 
consumers 
were 


willing to buy reusable bags to 
reduce the amount of plastic in the 
environment, though this number is 
down three per cent from 2010. 
Another large majority, 83 per cent, 
felt companies were exploiting 
environmentally friendly claims for 
marketing purposes, while 87 per 
cent still believed manufacturers had 
a long way to go to reduce 
their amounts of 
packaging. 

With these concerns in 
mind, here are the top 
“purchase drivers” in 
the three categories, as 
voted upon by 
Canadians like you:

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Police take kids 
away from Sheen 

O Estranged wife says actor threatened her O Court 
order requires Sheen to stay away from Mueller, twins 


Charlie Sheen’s estranged 
wife, Brooke Mueller, ob¬ 
tained a restraining order 
to keep the actor away 
from her and their sons be¬ 
cause she was afraid of 
threatening statements he 
had made in recent days, 
including threatening to 
stab her with a pen. 

The order prompted po¬ 
lice to take the twins from 
Sheen’s Hollj^ood Hills 
home Tuesday night and re¬ 
turn them to Mueller. 

She told the court in a 
filing that Sheen had also 
refused to return the boys 
to her. The order, filed 


Tuesday and obtained by 
The Associated Press, re¬ 
quires Sheen to stay 100 
yards away from Mueller 
and their twin sons. Max 
and Bob. 

Sheen has rarely seen 
the boys in the past year, 
but took them on Saturday 
and refused to return them. 

According to a sworn 
declaration filed in the 
case, Mueller said Sheen 
told her in a phone call 
Sunday night, “I will cut 
your head off, put it in a 
box and send it to your 
mom.” 

She also claimed that 


Sheen threatened to stab 
her in the eye with a pen, 
and that he spit on her feet 
and punched her on the 
arm during a recent trip to 
the Bahamas. 

“I am in great fear that 
he will find me and attack 
me and I am in great fear 
for the children’s safety 
while in his care,” Mueller 
wrote. 

Earlier, on the Today 
show. Sheen said he was 
“veiy calm and focused” 
about having the children 
taken away but was ready 
to fight to get them back.

You lay 
awake at 
night and 
all you can 
hear is the 
drip, drip, 
drip of a 

leaky tap. 

“Honey, when are we 
gonna fix that?” (Transla¬ 
tion: When are you going to 
learn how to replace a 
washer.) Or how about the 
dreaded, “Honey, the toilet 
won’t flush.” 

These are among the 
simplest plumbing jobs you 
can ever learn. But what do 
you do? You hire a plumber, 
at maybe a $100 an hour, 
including travel time. Plus 
materials. Ouch! 

Although I don’t have 
the space for a detailed 
plumbing how-to, let me re¬ 
assure you of one thing. 
You can stop that dripping 




tap in less than an hour. 
New taps? A few hours. 

Fixing a washer is a sim¬ 
ple matter of (1) shutting 
off the water supply; (2) 
opening up the tap to drain 
the water out of the system; 
(3) using a flathead screw¬ 
driver to pry off the decora¬ 


tive cap; (4) removing the 
screw underneath; (5) re¬ 
moving the handle and the 
brass nut on the top of the 
“stem”; (6) taking the stem 
to your local hardware 
store and; (8) having them 
sell you a new black rubber 
washer (or sometimes, a 


pack of different sizes). 

Back it all goes, in re¬ 
verse order, and you have 
now become the man (or 
the woman) of the house. 

If there are other parts of 
the stem that need replac¬ 
ing, like the o-rings (which, 
if worn out, can make the 


handle itself leak), they will 
sell you those, too. These 
minor procedures are sav¬ 
ing you a $100 an hour. 

And they will earn you 
some significant respect 
(hopefully!) from your op¬ 
posite number. If it’s new 
taps you need, or a new toi¬ 


let or showerhead, why not 
sign up for the Home 
Plumbing Essentials course 
we offer at our BfT Work¬ 
shops (biyworkshops.com).

It’s a great way to 
keep in touch with friends 
before patio season. With 
more emphasis on the 
dining area, there are 
many considerations to 
make — size, shape and 
style are all equally impor¬ 
tant. 

The most common dec¬ 
orating mistakes in dining 
rooms are often to 
do with size, 
proportion and 
comfort level. 

Here are a few 
suggestions to 
help. 

Table shape 

The best way to choose the 



shape of your table 
is to follow the 
shape of the space 
you’ve put aside for 
dining. If rectangular 
in shape then choose 
an oval or rectangular¬ 
shaped table. If square, 
then a round or square¬ 
shaped table will fit 
best. 

Keep in mind that the 
table needs 
three feet of 
clearance 
on all sides

to fit comfortably into the 
dining area. The most per¬ 
fect dining table is a 54- 
inch pedestal-based round 
table with a leaf extension. 
Round can generally fit 
more people (no corner to 
contend with) and the 
pedestal base means no 
legs to accommodate ei¬ 
ther. 

Chair style 

In order to get away from 
the “matchy” look that our 
parents had I suggest din¬ 
ing chairs that look differ¬ 
ent from the table. My 
favourite trick is to add 
modem chairs to a tradi¬ 
tional style table or vice 
versa. A Parson style chair 



with an upholstered seat 
and back tend to be the 
most comfortable and can 
easily be transported as 
side chairs or extra seating 
in other rooms. The lower 
the back of the chair, the 
more modern the chair 


style generally is. 

China cabinets 

Remember that adding a 
large cabinet to your dining 
room will most likely offset 
the centre of the room (this 
often results in swagging

your chandelier to re-cen¬ 
tre itself over the dining 
table). 

The trend these days is 
to choose a long and low 
credenza style cabinet. It 
acts as a great storage cen¬ 
tre, its top is at a re¬ 


spectable height to be used 
as a server, and will not in¬ 
trude in the room as a 
taller, bulkier traditional 
cabinet might. 

Area rugs 

I am not always a fan of 


placing an area rug under 
the dining table — it’s a 
warzone for spills, drips 
and wear and tear from 
chair legs. 

The right sized rug is im¬ 
portant; make sure the rug 
is 18 to 24 inches larger on 


all sides of the table. The 
chairs must be sitting well 
on the rug when pushed in 
at the table. 

Consider an area rug 
that has a plain centre and 
decorative border that will 
frame up the table and 


chairs nicely. 

Chandelier 

I am a big fan of matching 
the chandelier not to the 
table or chair styles but the 
environment. If you live in 
a modern condo then 
choose a modern-style. If 
you live in an arts and 
crafts home then choose 
arts and crafts as your style 
for a chandelier. Measuring 


for the right size is easy. 
Your chandelier’s diameter 
should be two inches for 
every foot of width in the 
dining space (if you have a 
10-foot wide dining area, 
you get a 20-inch diameter 
chandelier). Hang your 
chandelier 30 to 36 inches 
above the top of the table 
and of course install a dim¬ 
mer switch to create a re¬ 
laxing mood.

That 
authority has been given 
to the NFL’s labour com¬ 
mittee, which met with 
the union in mediated 
talks. 

NFL spokesman Greg 
Aiello said more mediation 
sessions were expected.
